For Tribal Relocation Study 


The National Science Founda- 
tion has awarded a grant of $14,- 
100 to the Sacramento State Col- 
lege Foundation for the support 
of basic research on Tribal Re- 
location in the Chittagong Hills, 
which is being directed by Dr. 
David Sopher, assistant profes- 
sor of geography. 

The grant became effective on 
June 20 and wil] be one year in 
duration. 

The reason for the tribal relo- 
cation is that, with the comple- 
tion of*the high dam at Kaptai 
on the Karnaphuli River, Chitta- 
gong Division, East Pakistan, this 
year, it is expected that some 
250 square miles of valley land 
in the central Chittagong Hills 
will be rapidly submerged. 

Seek New Homes 

These valleys are now occu- 
pied by the villages and hamlets 
of a moderately dense population 
of Chakmas, Maghs, and other 
tribal folk. Within the next two 
years, an estimated 90,000 of 
these people will be obliged to 
seek new homés and agricultural 
lands, with little more than the 
nominal assistance and direction 
from government sources. 

Sophers purpose in the study is 
to observe the process of reloca- 
tion, and to gain an understand- 
ing of the geographic concep- 
tions of the pecples involved. He 
plans to select a village com- 
munity, possibly several in turn, 
for detailed observation during 
the stages of dislocation, migra- 
tion, and relocation. To do this, 
he will live’ with the Chak the Chakma

Sopher says, “I would thus be 
able to get first-hand information 
from the Chakmas on the con- 
siderations involved in the de- 
cisions they would be making. An 
essential feature of the progress 
would be the extent to which 
the Chakma rely on government 
direction and acquiesce in gov- 
ernment plans for their future.” 

Sopher, who was born in 
Shanghai, China, has a working 
knowledge of seven languages 
including English, French, Portu- 
guese, German, Chinese, and a 
smattering of the Urdu and 
Singhalese tongues. He also has 
a knowledge of the rudiments of 
Bengali, the language of the 
Chittagong Hill area. 

Served As Translator-Editor 

He received his education at 
St. John’s University, Shanghai 
and the University of California 
at Berkeley where he obtained 
his AB, MA and PhD degrees. In 
Shanghai he served as Trans- 
lator-Editor for Agence France- 
Presse. 

Before coming to SSC in 1956 
he taught geography at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota for three 
years and was Research assistant 
on Indian geography, American 
Geographical Society, New York 
for one year. Since 1957, in addi- 
tion to teaching, he has been 
Principal Investigator, Office of 
Naval Research on Geography of 
Indian Coasts.

To enroll in any course for 
credit next fall, a student must 
have met regular admission re- 
qyirements. He may qualify un- 
der any one of the following cate- 
gories: 

1. Graduate Students may fur- 
nish a transcript or other official 
evidence showing a baccalaureate 
or higher degree from an ac- 
credited college. 

2. Students hoiding valid 
teaching credentials (in any of 
the United States) may furnish a 
copy of the credential] or a letter 
from a principal or superintend- 
ent verifying the credential. 
Credentials mailed or brought to 
the Admissions Office will be re- 
corded and returned to the 
owner. 


3. Undergraduate Students 
with 24 or more units of college 
work may furnish transcripts in- 
dicating a “C” average in pre- 
vious work. 

4. Undergraduate Students 
with less than 24 units of college 
work may furnish both high 
school and college transcripts. 
(The college catalog specifies the 
quality of high school prades re- 
quired for admission.) 

5. Freshman may furnish a 
high school transcript. (The col- 
lege catalog specifies the quality 
of high school grades required for 
admission.) * 

6. Non-high Schoo! Graduates 
aged 21 or over may apply for 
admission ‘as Adult Special Stu- 
dents. The regular college en- 
trance examinations are required 
of these applicants.

ciples of Nondestructive Testing 
to be held August 15-26 at Sac- 
ramento State College. 

SSC follows Ohio State Univer- 
sity as the second major college 
to offer such work. 

Nondestructive testing, which 
is of vital importance to indus- 
tries in the Sacramento area, in- 
volves work in ultrasonics, mag- 
netic particles, X ray, gamma 
radiation, eddy current and other 
fields to check for hidden flaws 
in essential parts of missiles and 
aircraft. Previously, the only 
checks that could be made in- 
volved the costly, inefficient de- 
struction of finished parts. 

During the daily eight hour 
sessions, participants will explore 
the basic principles underlying 
al? forms of nondestructive tests 
and their industria! applications, 
advantages and limitations of 
each test method, use of the 
equipment, techniques of testing 
and interpretation of test indi- 
cations. 

The seminar \vill be planned, 
supervised and presented by 
members of the wollege depart- 
ment of engineering with visit- 
ing lecturers representing other 
organizations, contributing in 
their areas of speciaiization. 

No prerequisite training or ex- 
perience is required of the par- 
ticipants.
